LOUIS— (fi>) —Numerous in- 


mces of progress nrid Improvement 


in'industry and commerce during the 
last 30 days were noted in the Eighth 
Federal Reserve District, the monthly 
report of the Federal Reserve Bank of 
St. Louis said Friday. 


In mercantile lines, the report said, 


the full extent of the improvement is 
not adequately reflected in the March 
statistics, ns most of the improvement 
came in the fiul week of that month 
and the first week of April. 


The report attributed the upward 


movement partly to the rapidity with 
which banking facilities were restored 
'following the holiday in early March. 


In the wholesaling and jobbing lines, 


March sales were in most4 instances 
larger than those in February, al- 
though still under the volume a year 
ago. Retail trade made a less favor- 
able showing clue 
to 
unfavorable 


weather, disturbed banking and the 
lateness of Easter. Floods, rain and 
other factors have delayed agricul- 
ture from ten days to two weeks. 
^Ipio increased employment in the 
^Hewing industry offset decreases in 
the mines and industrial plants, leav- 
ing employment about as it was in the 
month preceding. Department store 
sales were 13.3 per cent greater than in 
February, and 28.4 per cent lower than 
in March last year.

LITTLE ROCK.—(yP)—Loan applica- 


tions of Greater Little Rock's restrict- 
ed banks probably will be approved 
finally by the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation Saturday, a local repre- 
sentative of the corporation was in- 
formed during a telephone conversa- 
tion with an official at Washington.

Act No. 4 


The operation of all state departments, agencies, bureaus 


or commisHions without a prior appropriation, or in excess 
of any appropriation, was prohibited by; Act No. 4 of 1933. 


The act also gives the governor the® 


power to reduce any appropriations, 
except those of constitutional officers, 
state comptroller, the probable rev- 
enues will not be sufficient to match 
the total appropriation. 


Heads of departments also were pro- 


hibited from contracting any expense 


not allowed under an appropriation. 


The effect of the act if to render a 


request for deficiency appropriations 
unavailing, for if such a" deficiency 
appropriation was allowed by the gov- 
ernor, the department receiving it still 
would be unable to use it.

Safeguards Provided 


Several safeguards are thrown around 


the inflation plan and Democratic 
leaders have announced it would be 
used "prudently." They do not ex- 
pect the gold content clause to be re- 
sorted to, and have announced that 
the $3,000,000,000 credit section would 
be the first employed to increase cir- 
culation, 


Under the credit clause the Federal 


Reserve Board, fith the approval of 
the Treasury secretary, may require 
the reserve banks totake such action 
as may be necessary to "perevent un- 
due credit expansion." 


Further, the board could regulate 


the expansion by directing the in- 
crease or decrease of reserve balances 
against deposits as the situation war- 
ranted. 


Liberalization" features of this sec- 


tion provide exemption from the pres- 
ent graduated tax on reserve deficien- 
cies and from the requirement of au- 
tomatic increase in discount 
rates 


charged by Reserve banks.

William A. Read & Co. 


Scarcely had he done so when he 


startled the country by undertaking 
reorganization of Goodyear Rubber, 
a job many Wall Street firms had 
shied away from. Dillon successfully 
floated $90,000,000 in new securities 
in the reorganized company, and be. 
came suddenly one of the great of 
the banking world. 


But his most spectacular deal was 


the outright purchase of Dodge Bros, 
from the founders' heirs, for cash. 
Even J. P. Morgan & Co. was openly 
challenged in this deal. Morgan want- 
ed it for his General Motors interests. 
But Dillon's cash ^ won the day, and 
the: check "he wrote for S146,<K»0.000 
was one of the largest private indus- 
trial transactions for cash ever made.

Act No. 4 


The operation of all state departments, agencies, bureaus 


or commisHions without a prior appropriation, or in excess 
of any appropriation, was prohibited by; Act No. 4 of 1933. 


The act also gives the governor the® 


power to reduce any appropriations, 
except those of constitutional officers, 
state comptroller, the probable rev- 
enues will not be sufficient to match 
the total appropriation. 


Heads of departments also were pro- 


hibited from contracting any expense 


not allowed under an appropriation. 


The effect of the act if to render a 


request for deficiency appropriations 
unavailing, for if such a" deficiency 
appropriation was allowed by the gov- 
ernor, the department receiving it still 
would be unable to use it.

Accepting up to $200,000,000 in silver 


at not more than 50 cents an ounce as 
payments on war debts due this coun- 
try in the next six months; to' issue 
silver certificates against the silver 
and coin the metal to meet any de- 
mands for redemption of the certifi- 
cates. 


Remonetizing silver at a ratio with 


gold fixed by the president and free 
coinage of both gold and silver at 
such ratio. 


The latter feature was not in the 


original administration project, but 
was accepted by Democratic leaders 
after being offered by Senators Wheel- 
er, Democrat, Montana, and King, 
Democrat, Utah. 


Safeguards Provided 


Several safeguards are thrown around 


the inflation plan and Democratic 
leaders have announced it would be 
used "prudently." They do not ex- 
pect the gold content clause to be re- 
sorted to, and have announced that 
the $3,000,000,000 credit section would 
be the first employed to increase cir- 
culation, 


Under the credit clause the Federal 


Reserve Board, fith the approval of 
the Treasury secretary, may require 
the reserve banks totake such action 
as may be necessary to "perevent un- 
due credit expansion." 


Further, the board could regulate 


the expansion by directing the in- 
crease or decrease of reserve balances 
against deposits as the situation war- 
ranted. 


Liberalization" features of this sec- 


tion provide exemption from the pres- 
ent graduated tax on reserve deficien- 
cies and from the requirement of au- 
tomatic increase in discount 
rates 


charged by Reserve banks.

This is a Boston firm which goes 
back to 1848, for 73 years operated 
from a single location-in'State 
There are 15 partners, headed by 
George C. Lee, and the foreign setup 
is identical with that of the House of 
Morgan, including the London house 
of Higginson & Co., and the Paris 
house of Lee, Higginson et Cie. 


It has an apparently dependent in- 


corporated branch, the Lee, Higginson 
Trust Co., incorporated in 1927 under 
Massachusetts law to do a "general 
banking and trust business." This 
had, in 1931, not quite nine millions in 
deposits, which is of course no meas- 
ure of the influence of Lee, Higginson 
& Co. itself. 


TKLs firm has distributed upwards 


of a billion dollars in securities, and 
was recently in the public eye as 
American bankers for Ivan Kreuger. 
It was a Lee, Higginson employe who 
caught the Kreuger errors that led 
to his downfall and suicide. It re- 
cently formed a new securities affil. 
iate, tht Lee, Higginson Corporation, 
with capital subscribed outside the 
partnership, the latter remaining with 
its assets intact. Lee, Higginson has 
acted as banker for many utility com- 
panies, including Puget Sound- Power 
& Light, Savannah Electric & Power, 
Hourton Electric, Dallas Light & Pow- 
er, Montana Power, and also such 
general firms as Budd Wheel, By- 
Products Coke, U. S. Smelting, Fair- 
banks Morse, Remington^ Arms • and 
Shell Union Oil. 


The Rise of Dillon 


More spectacular, and the only Wall 


Street house without, decades of in- 
fluence behind it, Is iDillon, Read & 
Co., 28 Nassau street. A partnership 
in this firm is believed by some to 
.be worth more in money each year 
than in J. P.'Morgari or Kuhn, Loebj 
' The story of this firm is the story 
of its brilliant head, Clarence Dillon, 
who reorganized the older "firm ol 
William A. Read & Co. 


Scarcely had he done so when he 


startled the country by undertaking 
reorganization of Goodyear Rubber, 
a job many Wall Street firms had 
shied away from. Dillon successfully 
floated $90,000,000 in new securities 
in the reorganized company, and be. 
came suddenly one of the great of 
the banking world. 


But his most spectacular deal was 


the outright purchase of Dodge Bros, 
from the founders' heirs, for cash. 
Even J. P. Morgan & Co. was openly 
challenged in this deal. Morgan want- 
ed it for his General Motors interests. 
But Dillon's cash ^ won the day, and 
the: check "he wrote for S146,<K»0.000 
was one of the largest private indus- 
trial transactions for cash ever made. 


Three years later he sold his Dodge 


holdings to Chrysler at a profit es- 
timated at 140,000,000. Besides these

Shet & Tube out of the Sheet and 
Tube merger, and bought an $8,000,000 
interest in the Bank of Manhattan 
Co. He has floated loans for Brazil, 
Netherlands, Japan, Poland, France 
Germany and several South American 
countries.

bition to become a stret car motor- 
man in his antive San Antonio, Texas, 
will probably never be realized.

Now Symbol of Mope 


Washington Woman to Use It to Save Newspaper 


for Her Sons 


WASHINGTON—(NEA)—Now that the famous Hope 


diamond is in a pawnshop it may be that the cycle of mis- 
fortunes that have followed the family of Edward B. McLean 
ever since he purchased the most troublesome jewel in the 
world, back in 1912, are ended. 
great blue and white stone, which aO 
French traveler brought back from 
India in 1683, nobody has ever heard 
from it. Death, violence, loss have 
followed in the trail of the diamond 
through half a 
dozen 
generations. 


Whoever owned it can expect trouble, 
tragedy and anguish. 


But McLean bought it anyway. Now 


with her fortune gone, his wife is 
putting it up for security in an at- 
tempt to save the Washington Post/3 
a heritage for her sons, John H.. Mc- 
Lean, 111, and Edward B. McLean. 


Paid ?300,000 for Gem 


Not to have enough money to fi- 


nance their business and social in- 
terests was the last catastrophe which 
either McLean or his wife ever ex- 
pected. As the son of John R. Mc- 
Lean, owner of the Cincinnati En- 
quirer and Washington Post, he was 
an heir to the father's fortune, esti- 
mated at anywhere from ?40,000,000 
to $10000,000. Evelyn Walsh was the 
daughter of Tom Walsh, who 
had 


made millions out of his Colorado 
gold mines. 
More than 20 years ago McLean 


Carticr. He paid $300,000 for it, and 
brought the sinister jewel through 
gave it to liis wife for an ornament. 
It would look rather dazzling on her 
parly gowns. He remembered, though, 
'thai a curse went with the 
stone. 


Death, anguish, heartbreak. 
There- 


fore, he stipulated that if any member 
of his family shoutS die within the 
next six month the jeweler must take 
the stone back and refund his money. 


Six months passed. No one died. 


Mrs. McLean first wore the ill-fated 
jewel at a lavish reception for the 
Russian ambassador and Mmp. Bakh- 
meteff.

Par- 
ticularly is .this true of those ministers 
who claim to be evangelists; Several 
times I have incurred the disapproval 
of my own church by this liberal dis- 
position on my part. But of this I 
need not now speak. • 


When the present evangelistic effort 


was announced for Hope, I could not 
help recalling: the travesity on evanj 
gelism we had in this community last 
year. But without debate, I cancelled 
more than half the services of my 
church in favor of the present pro- 
gram going on in our town. From the 
first of these services which I have 
been'able to attend, the evangelist 


has been very free in his criticism of 
preachers. This is a,free country, and 
freedom of speech is one of the priv- 
ileges guaranteed to everyone by our 
government. But When one doctor 
turns loose in indiscriminate denunc- 
iations of the medical profession, he 
not only damages other doctors, but 
he is likely to preach, himself out of a 
clientele, and .if he is^able'to live by 
his "profession at all, he will do so by 
feeding upon the clients of others. But 
these are not the reasons'why I am 
now withdrawing my further support 
to the present evangelistic effort going 
on in .Hope.- 1 'care very little what 
other preachers think of my real, or 
supposed, weaknesses. I have many. 
" .Now 'to 'come to the point. Last 
Sunday night while preaching on the 
subject "What Is the Matter With the 
Church," the_ evangelist took occasion 
to condemn in most severe7terms, the 
work' of our Sunday Schools. We ad- 
mit that our 'Sunday Schools could 
be improved. But they are copied 
and built up after the most approved 
methods .of- teaching. We haye not 
attained the ideal yet. .But that is no 
reason for wholesale condemnation of 
the teaching staff, the officers,'or the
